FORM ILION OL COAL. 


T h e following, which we extract from a 
geological lecture delivered by Dr. R S. 
Foster of New York, contains some very 
interesting matter relative to the origin ol 
the formation of coal. 
T he doctor sup­ 
ports the admitted theory of vegetable de­ 
port, but introduces a few novel sugges­ 
tions as to the peculiar class of tree w^ich 
comprises the coal bed : 
“ He said that it was a remarkable fact, 
that in the coal measure which was found 
'.o be composed of tropical vegetation, all 
over the globe, for 10,000 feet, a vegeta­ 
tion never known before or since, all the 
trees were endogenous, that is, growing 
from within outward, ak tile palm, of which 
we find coal specimens with trunks twelve 
feet in diameter. 
At our sge, on the Miler 
hand, nine-tenihs of the vegetation ie of 
exogenous growth, that is, growing by ac 
cretion from without. 
If you girdle 
the 
trunk of a palm, for instance, it will not 
be seriously injured, while the same opera­ 
tion on an oak would destroy its life, the 
vitality of the first case being within, aud 
iii the latter oil the outside of the trunk 
“ What is singular in the coul formation 
is, that it is not one solid mass of coal, but 
there are several layers of coal alternating 
with layers of rock. 
Two theories are as­ 
signed lor this peculiarity. 
One supposi­ 
tion is, that after a dense, growth of vegeta­ 
tion, the earth was submerged and a de­ 
posit of sand took place, and this process 
continued for thousands of years—hence 
the alternation of strata. But t h e r e a t pro­ 
bable theory is, that the successive growths 
of vegetation decayed and 
were carried 
down the immense tropical rivers, gradual* 
ly accumulating into vast rafts, which final­ 
ly obstructed the flow of the rivers, and, in 
consequence, the streams broke over them 
and left deposits of alluvial matter upon 
them. 
Above the coal seams ar* found 
the first signs of animal life upon land.— 
T h e bird tracks are the first signs of this 
species of life, and were discovered in the 
valley of the Connecticut."

Fen ale Printer* and Kilters. 


W e present a curious scrap of informa­ 
tion relative to those females who have dis­ 
charged the laborious duties of printers and 
publishers. 
It was given lo the late prin­ 
t e r ’ festival in Rochester, by Josish Snow, 
Esq. 
T h e following in an extract— 
Anne Franklin. 
The first newspaper 
printed in Rhode Island, was at Newport, 
in I *32. 
James Franklin, a brother of the 
Doctor, was publisher. He died soon after, 
and his widow continued the business seve­ 
ral years. 
She was printer to the colony, 
supplied blanks to the public offices, publi­ 
shed pamphlets, Aul T he Newport Mercu­ 
ry, which is now regularly issued, grew 
out of this priming office in 1758, aud is 
the oldest paper in the country. 
In 17-15 
Mrs. F. printed for the government an 
edition of the laws, containing 340 pages. 
She was aide*! in lier office by her two 
daughters. 
They were correct and quick 
compositors and very sensible women. 
A 
servant of the house usually worked at the 
press 
Gregory Dexter, an early settler of 
Providence, usually worked for her when 
she had a large job, or an almanac lo get 
out. 
It seems printing with type was not 
lier only business. 
Read 
ber 
advertise­ 
ment : 


“ T h e printer hereof, prints linens, cali­ 
coes, silks. Ate. 
i i i figures, very lively aud 
durable colors, and without the offensive 
smell which commonly attends linen prin­ 
ted here.’ 
Mrs Sarah Goddard, was also a printer 
at Newport 
i i i 
1776. 
She was liorn in 
Rhode-Island, and widow of Giles Goddard 
a printer of New-London, Ct. 
She receiv­ 
ed a good education and was well acquain­ 
ted with mauy branches of literature. She 
had the management of a newspaper and 
conducted it with very much ability for two 
years, when John Carter associated with 
her, under the firm of Sarah Goddard At, 
Co. 


Mrs. Margaret Draper, was the widow 
of Richard 
Draper. 
She published 
th

sa n J Boston dew s 
Letter after his death. 
It was the first 
paper established i i i North America. 
All 
the newspapers excepting hers, ceased to 
be published when Boston was besieged 
by tile English. 
She left Boston with the 
British army nnd went to England, where 
a pension was settled upon her by the 
government, for life. 


Mrs. Cornelia Bradford was the widow 
of Andrew Bradford, who died in Phila­ 
delphia, in 
1742. 
She 
continued 
the 
printing budless for a number of years, 
and retired with a sufficiency of ‘wordly 
lucre.' 
Iii the same city, Mrs. Jane Atkin, at 
the death of her father, in 1802, continued 
the business. 
Her reputation was high, 
(rom the productions which issued from lier 
press. 
She was also noted for lier correct­ 
ness in proof reading. 
Mrs. Zenger, the widow of 
John P. 
Zenger, who published the second new»- 
paper established iii New York, earned on 
the business for years after his death.— 
She was a modest woman ; 
the exact re­ 
verse of her husband, who managed to 
have as many libel suits on hand, as a cer­ 
tain literary character of our time. 
The 
consequence was, Zenger got into full in 
timaey with the prisons for giving public 
utterance to his liberal views. 
Mrs Zen- 
ger conducted the ‘New York Weekly 
Journal' with ability, for three years, until 
1748. 
M rs. Mary Holt, widow of John Holt, 
and publisher of the ‘New York Journal,' 
iii 17f>3, was appointed printer to the state 
The paper did powerful service during the 
revolutionary war. 
Anne K 
Greene was born i i i Holland 


Iii 1767, she succeeded her husband iii 
publishing the Maryland.Gazette, the first 
paper printed iii that state. 
She executed 
the colony printing, aud continued the 
business to lier death in 1775. 
M rs. H ashebofch.—T he first printer in 
Baltimore was Nicholas Hassebotch. 
Ile 
was succeeded by Ina widow, who did up 
business with^xpedrtion. 
In 1773, a mis­ 
sionary had a bible in bis hand, explaining 
it to a (tarty of Indians. 
Ile pronounced 
it to be 'the gospel— the truth— the word 
of God.’ 
‘W hat,’ said one of them, ‘did 
the Great All-Powerful make this book?’ 
‘Yes,* replied tile missionary, ‘it is his 
work. 
T he Indian taking the literal import of 
the words, answered indignantly ‘I believe 
it to he a great lie. 
I go to Baltimore last 
mouth, when I see Dutch woman make 
him. 
T h e great spirit want no Dutch man 
to help him.' 


Mrs. Mary K. Goddard, was sister to 
William Goddard of Rhode Island, who 
established the Maryland Journal. 
Com­ 
ing from a State where free toleration was 
allowed, he was apt to write rather harsh­ 
ly. 
lie was several times mobbed, and 
had to filially quit the Slate and return to 
Providence. 
His sister Mary conducted 
the paper (or eight years, l o o k in job work 
•lid acted as Postmaster until 1784. 
Bile 


but lier sex saved ber from frequent flagel­ 
lations. 
Mrs. II. Boyle published a paper st 
Williamsburg, Va., in 1774. 
It fsvored 
the Crown, and lived, but a short time. 
Clementine Bird, succeeded lier husband 
iii tile Virginia Gazette, in 1772. 
T . W. 
Jefferson was a contributor. 
She died in 
1775 
Mrs. Elizabeth 
T i mot hee, after 
tile 
death of lier husband iii 1773, continued 
publishing the Gazette, in Charleston, S.

Anne Timothee, the widow of the son 
of Elizabeth, just mentioned, alter the

She was ap­ 
pointed printer to the State, aud held the 
office until 171)2.

Mrs. C continued the paper until 17NJ, 
when she removed to Salem, Mass , and 
took her press and type with lier.

T he above named officers were all en­ 
gaged. 
The names of the commissioner* 
were not entered on the Record. 


HP* It evidently appears that the Gov­ 
ernment still remained in a very unsettled 
state insomuch that the present meeting 
[ordered that the election should he valid 
notwithstanding all obstructions. 
It also 
appears that the people of the Colony were 
not fully represented by the first act de­ 
clares ‘‘that whosoever absents himself, yet 
the committee that is chosen shall attend 
the business, nnd what is enacted by them 
or tile major part of them shall be of ae 
full force aa it the whole had remained 
and enacted it" and als*) “ that iii case the 
committee shall fall short of six from eaoh 
town, that then, they that appear from 
each town,shall have liberty to choose and 
make up the number,” and again "that if 
upon complaint and due trial of any m em ­ 
ber of the tieneral Assembly, lie is not 
found a fit member, that the Assembly 
have power to suspend him, and to choose 
another iii his room.” 
All which shows 
the expedients they had to resort to, for 
the purpose of continuing the orgaiiitaiiou 
of civil government. 
It is evident that 
discord had spread its baneful influence 
among the people, and that neither the in­ 
dividual weakness of each section, nor the 
ooumiuM u . >>gc. vt -vc - Mu.., vomit I eunu­ 
chs them to a strict and effectual Union 
All the guns iii the Colony were ordered 
to be put iii good repair, and tho Smith's 
were required to lay aside all excuses until 
ilia whole were repaired, under the penalty 
of IO pounds for each refusal; aud it wa* 
also ordered that they 
should perform 
the work for a just aud suitable compensa­ 
tion; and also that the wardens of each 
town should see that the inhabitants, hav­ 
ing arms, should bring them lo be repaired 
under n penalty of IO shillings. 
Each 
town was required to keep a magazine, 
and the townsmen be taxed for that pur­ 
pose. 
The town of Providence was to 
kesp in their magazine, one barre! of 
good powder 500 lbs of lead, 6 pikes and 
6 muskets all in good order and fit for use. 
The town of Portsmouth 2 barrels of pow­ 
der 1000 lbs of lead, 12 pikes aud 18 
muskets. 
T h e town of Newport 3 barrel 
of powder, 1000 lbs of lead, 12 pikes aud 


24 muskets. 
T h e town of Warwick I 
barrel of powder, 500 lbs of lead, 6 pikes, 
aud 6 muskets. 


T hat the Island was much better tim­ 
bered than the main laud, especially that 
of a I ary.* growth, appears by the following

before lite Commissioners of tho United Col­ 
onies. 
In this posture of affairs, when the 
different sections of the little colony were 
looking more to the Commissions of the 
United Colonies than :o their own Govern­ 
ment for security, Mr. Coddmgtou weitt Mr 
England.

T h* Facets* ox Gold Beating. 
Of all metallic 
sube‘.ances u|<ou w hich man exercise* his maiiufac- 
luring ingenuity, there is probably none which ad­ 
mits uif being wrought to so extraordinary a degree 
ot fineness aa gold. 
The process of beating gold is 
a mer J nice aa well as curious operation. 
One of the 
moat important preliminary steps to this process is, 
to alloy the gold ; for it is fomid that a minnie per 
centage of silver and conner is P*C*yarv^tyyy jti 
and its alloys are melted together, and ar* then 
molded into ingots, which are flattened out by heavy 
rollrrs into thin sheets, about four times a* thick as 
ordinary printing paper. 
These thin thesis ar* 
limn divided into pieces of about an inch square, 
and one hundred and fifty of thee* pieces are inter­ 
leaved with as many vellum leave*, four inches 
square, and ate then beaten with a heavy hammer 
until the gold has expanded to the size of the vel­ 
lum. 
Th* piece* of gold arc then quartered, and after 
being interleaved with ait hundred pieces of gold- 
taster*’ skin, (which is a very tough membrane pro­ 
cured from tta intestines of the ox,) are (tacked one 
upon each other, aud are a ’ahi subjected to a more 
(jarsful beating will) it lighter hammer, until the 
gold has again expanded as far as Its envelop will 
admit. Th* process of dividing and hammering is 
repeated several times, until finally a gold l«*l Is 
produced, which is but al tout one-eighfcen-thou­ 
sandth of en inch in thickness. Thus for a few 
guineas, a large room might bn covered with gold. 


Tit* above description of an interesting process Ie 
from die Mnc/nntT M'tyaxme, and we may add 
that die tasting is all done by bond, tile beater 
holding tta vellum containing the gold steadily on 
the block with one hand, and wielding the iinmnier 
with the other, and he becomes so expert that he 
can and docs regularly ctange the hammer from olio 
hand to Ute other without missing a stroke. Tn 
this way he can continue to taal for hours w'ataut 
fatigue, and one within sound of his hammer and 
not Boeing (he opuiatiou, would suppose that every 
blow wa* struck by th* same hand.
